English hour, QRM from pulse-jamming. When will stations ever learn 
never to go on a frequency which has ever been jammed by Cuba, at the 
same or any time? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx ALASKA. 9695, May 2 at 1406, something new with gospel rock, S6-S2 
but well modulated, best signal on band except for WRMIs and WBCQ. 
Likely either RBA or WCB, but quickly ID in passing as ‘Your New Life 
Station**, so KNLS, which besides, is gone from 9580 where we had been 
hearing this English hour. Why change? No CCI or ACI to 9580 during 
this hour nor shown in Aoki/NDXC. 


At 1450, still going on 9695 with gospel music, and then capsule about 
archaeology, no doubt biblical and anti-science. A bit more music with 
no sign-off but dead air at 1459, keeps running and 1500 opens 
Russian, which I guess is also a replacement for 9730 where I just 
heard it a few days ago, but unrechecked now. 


Is 9695 now on the *‘latest broadcasting schedule’ *? Of course not! 
https: //www.worldchristian.org/welcome/who-we-are/how-to-listen/ 


Guess what: Sa’udi in Pashto is already scheduled on 9695 at 14-16, 
but no sign of it here, maybe imaginary. Guess what (2)? KNLS is 
scheduled on 9695 at 08-10 in English & Russian, so now I suspect 9695 
be a one(?)-off mistake, failing to change to 9580/9730 (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx ALASKA. 9580, May 3 at 1413, gospel music, poor, still at 1455, and 
nothing on 9695; so KNLS is back on proper frequency after jump to 
9695 yesterday. 1459 to dead air and off. 


9730, May 3 at *1459.7, KNLS-2 cuts on after retune from 9580, 1500 IS 
and opening Russian, also back on proper frequency instead of 9695 
yesterday. 


9695 was legitimately on at 0800-1000, so I bet TX-2 was stuck there 
also for the intervening transmissions, from own sked:

7295, May 2 at 0521, RTA Qur'an via FRANCE again has 
rapid-beep jamming, tone or carriers less than 1 kHz from each side; 
approx. 10 X per second. A few recent chex lacked them, so not always 
applied. Who would want to jam this? Could it be something else, like 
spurs out of Cuban jamming nearby against no Marti? 


7365 over 7335 does not compute, as that would land on 7305, 30 kHz 
away. However, 7435 over 7365 would fit, 70 kHz away. But these beeps 
do not match the mix of sounds heard on the Cuban jammers, nor their 
rate, and besides, would not explain why other RTA frequencies are 
also reported jammed. Maybe coincidental (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

talk rather than Qur'an at the moment, maybe sermon. 


Here's the full A20 sked, to be checked for more beepery. It implies 
all Arabic broadcasts are nothing but HQ, really?

““Religion in Algeria is dominated by Muslims with over ninety-nine 
percent of the population adhering to Sunni Islam of the Maliki school 
of jurisprudence. The remainder include Christians, Jews, Ahmadi, Shia 
Muslims, and Ibadi Muslims.*° 


So obvious prime suspects are Shia who consider Sunni infidels. Since 
this mainly affects Qur'an recitations, is there a marked sectional 
difference in the method or content of these; or at that level should 
they be considered identically pan-Islamic? (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x*x ALGERIA [non]. 9655, May 3 at 2036, RTA with Qur’an is beep-7jammed 
here, but not on // 9510, as heard via UTwente. 


5940, May 3 at 2101, RTA is beep-jammed here but not on // 5930, via 
UTwente. BTW, the ToH ID is not only in Arabic but also French, and 
English, ~‘Qur’an Radio, Algeria’ ° 


It appears the jamentity has only one transmitter so RTA is clear when 
running two frequencies, not always, but especially prime-time. 


Wolfgang Bueschel says this has been going on for the past five years 
in the Sahel zone. In that case, someone might have DFed the source by 
now, but it’s never too late. However it may be difficult to separate 
perpetrator from victim. Could be the jamming start/end a few seconds 
apart from the Issoudun QSY times. 


But later comes this reply from Ivo Ivanov, Bulgaria: *‘This is not 
jamming; this is the typical one of two different types of tweet of 
two transmitters via Issoudun. Only one type is used here for TDA. Two 
different types was heard for Radio France International in French 
0700-0800 UT on 13695 & 15300. -- 73! Ivo Ivanov'’* 


Well! I simply could not imagine TDF/MBR could be so defective, doing 
this to itself, especially for 5 years?! Ivo does not say how this was 
determined, but I suggest: monitor whether the beepery start/stop at 
exactly the same time the ISS transmitter go on and off. Something's 
always incredible at Issoudun (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx ALGERIA [non]. 13820, May 6 at 1753, via UTwente I am standing by 


for RTA/TDA relay via FRANCE to start, meanwhile nothing but band 
noise on frequency. Issoudun does cut on a few seconds before *1800 
and at exactly the same time the beepery, so it does surely seem to be 
defect of own transmitter, not jamming from somewhere else. The 
relative level of beepery continues same thruout hour as I keep 
listening. Altho the Qur‘an Service, it’s far from total recitations; 
first news in French, then a lot of talk in Arabic, various music 
mixed with recitations. 


That's the only frequency for the first hour, but at 1900 I find the 
beepery has switched to 11985; while the second frequency 12060 is 
free of it. Both go off at 1957. x*2000 next pair come on, 9655 beeped, 
9510 clear, immediately into nothing but Qur‘an. 


If this self-QRM has been going on for years, it’s strange that so few 
random logs by others mention it. Maybe worse now? Or people just have 
ignored it (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

listed as AWR in Urdu via Moosbrunn (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

without ID or any break, past 1818, both Firedragon jamming against 
nothing else audible but listed RFA in Mandarin via Kuwait and Saipan 
respectively. Rather surprised to be getting this around noon here. No 
sign of any others above or below this band (Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD 
OF RADIO 2032) 


*xx CHINA. 11620, May 1 at 1241, song and Japanese talk, S7-S4. It's 
CRI via Xianyang site. I would have expected India on this frequency, 
scheduled Tibetan service jammed, but currently most AIR external 
services locked down (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*x CHINA [and non]. 11825, May 1 at 1237, Firedrake jamming atop 
something in English, just clips amid Chinese translation on VOA via 
THAILAND this hour; adding up to S9+10/20. Seems there is more FD and 
less CNR1 jamming these days (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA [and non]. 9660, May 1 at 1244, echoing Chinese plus 
Firedrake, vs Radio Taiwan International. The echo presumably two CNR1 
signals. Aoki now shows sites for some of these: Fuzhou. 


9680, May 1 at 1245, echoing Chinese only here, CNR1 jamming via 
Kunming vs another RTI Chinese frequency (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CHINA [non]. 11880, May 4 at 1438, no signal from CRI relay via 
CUBA, supposed to be English at 1400-1600. Nor on ex-15700 nor 
anywhere else in the 7-17 MHz bands during routine bandscans. 
Something's always wrong at RadioCuba. Wolfgang Bueschel also reported 
this missing yesterday: 


““RHC in A-20 - after 32 days monitoring, and a lot of frequency 
change IRRITATIONS by Radio CUBA

Also a beat of about 
3 Hz between two off-frequency 1 kHz het signals when tuned to 
710-USB; At 0225, I isolate 711 as much as possible and attempt to 
hear any modulation to match Radio Rebelde on 5025; JBA but not 100% 
positive. 


711 still there at 0601, vs Mexican NA in the 710 mix. At this time 
there are no TA 9-kHz signals on the lower half of band; one JBA 
carrier on 846, presumed from night-path Kiritimati. 


Steven Wiseblood, Harlingen TX in the RGV, replied April 21-22: 

*“*2-3 weeks ago Rebelde was measured at 710.5 kHz. As of April 15th 
they have returned to nominal 710.00 kHz. When they were off frequency 
they were producing a MASSIVE HET agaisnt semi-local 710 KURV 
Edinburg. 


I seem to remember a few years ago Rebelde was on 711 for a few days, 
and were easily strong enough to be separable from 710. This time I 
measured the audio beat to 710 kHz. At least on one early morning I 
measured the audio beat from Rebelde at 510 Hz.*° 


However, I, gh, never caught anything around 710.51. Remember, there 
are SEVEN Rebelde transmitters on 710 per WRTH 2020 page 172, ranging 
from 200 to 1 kW, plus a Radio Guama 10 kW in Pinar del Rio. We really 
can’t tell which two are on 711, and it’s definitely not right to say 
*“*Radio Rebelde on 711 instead of 710°° as if there were only one of 
them. DXers in FL might be able to sort this out; except for QRM from 
*“*wacky’* WAQI 50 kW Miami, which is why all these CMBAs converged on 
710 in the first place. Something's always wrong at RadioCuba. Ask 
Arnie? Ha3 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA. 15140, Tue May 5 at 1934-1941, RHC English with ‘DXers 
Unlimited’ over this variable span. Hard to follow; I think he was 
mainly talking about ham QRP operation; distorted, but less so this 
time than French on 15370. Something*’s always wrong at RHC (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13700, May 6 at 1350, no spurblobs from RHC today but 13700 
itself is splattery. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11880, May 6 at 1448 check, CRI Plus English relay is gone 
again after resuming yesterday after two days gone. Something's always 
wrong at RadioCuba (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx CUBA [and non]. 7350, April 30 at 1309, RHC Spanish is S4-S6 and 
undermodulated, ex-7340. Evidently moved because of someAsian on 7340; 
seems like Chinese, but Aoki shows the only at this hour is National 
Unity Radio, clandestine toward North Korea from Tajikistan site; as 
long as AIR Mumbai be inactive. 9535 RHC is also on at 1314 check 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WORLD OF RADIO 2032) 


*xx CUBA. 13740 // 13700, April 30 at 1315, RHC on these two today but 
no spurblobs; rather very weak leapfrogs on 13660 & 13780. Something's 
always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 11790 & 11810, May 1 at 0019, RHC JBA parasitic carriers to 
new 11800, so that proves they are the ex-11850 transmitter, ex-11840 
always with the plus/minus 10 kHz sputnix. Something continues wrong 
at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 9340, May 1 at 0020, RHC is gone again after appearing on 
this new frequency yesterday. Now 9535 and 9640 are still on. 
Something's always wrong at RHC. 


11700 and 13740, onetime/sometime RHC frequencies are also off, May 1 
at 0021. Wolfgang Bueschel notes new 15230 carries some Portuguese, so 
that makes it ex-11700.

1300? Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x CUBA [and non]. 11800, May 1 at 2255, NF of RHC is S9, but just 
barely modulated in Spanish: far better however than the parasites on 
11790 & 11810. I am checking whether there will be a collision with 
Romania in Spanish already on 11800 at 2300? I do not hear any IS from 
it before 2300, but by 2301 there it is: weaker signal underneath 
leading to about the same low modulation level as RHC. 


11700 was the other RRI Spanish frequency, but RHC forced it to QSY, 
to 11990, where I also JB hear RRI now that 11700 is vacant of both! 
Can it be coincidental that these two keep colliding. The Cuban 
Commies surely have no respect for countries which have overthrown the 
yoke of Communist oppression -- and even assassinated the dictators. 


Or is it merely Cuban incompetence, picking a frequency already 
occupied by another station in Spanish to Latin America? Anyhow, RRI 
might as well move back onto 11700, if Cuba does not: better wait a 
while to see how this shaxe out.

today again Portuguese, not Spanish like on May 1st instead.

But at 2256 when I had 7380, 11880 was NOT on; had it just switched? 
He means today = UT May 1; May 1 = UT April 30 (Glenn Hauser, OK, 
WOR) 


xx CUBA. 7335, 7365, 7405, 7435, May 2 at 0521, Cuban jamming of 
various levels still running here against Radio Marti frequencies, the 
active ones of which, 7335 and 7435, have just been turned off for 
good at 0400* per budget cuts, as monitored by Stephen Luce, Houston 
TX. We expect the DentroCuban jamming command will not swiftly turn 
off too, as they have kept jamming many other previous RM channels. 
However, Stephen Luce follows up: 


““At a later 0530 check May 2 the Cuban jamming was still going on 
6030; however nothing on 7335 and 7435.°° 


Steve McGreevy suggests: **A few things come to mind why Cuba keeps-on 
their jamming (possibly):

13436, 13501, 13568, 13634; 13766, 13833, 13900, May 2 at 
1411-1415, extremely distorted FM/AM spurblobs at approx. 66-kHz 
intervals out of 13700-AM, the outer ones JBA except for S7-S9 13900 
which I hit first downtuning; in some cases a trace of the Fi tone the 
only clue. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13545, 13610, 13675; 13805, 13870, 13935, 13999 approx., May 
2 at 2116, now it’s the 13740-AM frequency carrying the 
spur-blob-producing transmitter we have previously caught on 15370, 
and many mornings including today on 13700. Now these are about 65-kHz 
intervals, declining from strong S4-S6 at the first order out to JBA 
on the outskirts, at least with the signature F# tone. 13870 also 
conflicts with the RTTY normally on there. This of course can only 
happen when fundamental 13740 be on the air in the tardes, extremely 
irregular. Something's always wrong at RHC (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

could be well-fed for the expense of this more-than-useless jamming.

7380, May 3 at 2314, RHC English in ‘“DXers Unlimited’ instead 
of 11880. Maybe Arnie saw wolfie’s comment that 11880 was too high to 
propagate that late into alleged target Africa. So is this not wrong? 


9340, BTW, has not been heard again one single time since I caught RHC 
Spanish there, May 1 at 0020 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx CUBA. 13430, 13496, 13562, 13632; 13770, 13840, 13910, 13981, 
14040-14068 approx., May 4 at 1350, FM/AM spurblobs out o£ RHC 
13700-AM at 66-71 kHz intervals, in FM mode all with F# tone, the 
fringe ones only that as a giveaway. 13562 at S6-S9, and 
well-modulated if tuned in FM. The uppermost is very weak and diffuse 
INTRUDING inside the 20m hamband, clued only by the tone.

by the time I check at 0159 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx US A. 7490.045v, to 7490.050v, from 0030 to 0057 UT Saturday May 
2, ‘AAAWWW* on WBCQ, also on much weaker 5130.04; and medium 6159.96V 
which has a het from a station closer to 6160.00. I knew this was 
going to happen as soon as we had the new Ramadan-extra schedule until 
May 25 from IRAN: 0023-0120 for all those Turx who want to listen to 
those Shiites, up in the middle of the night for early-breakfast, 500 
kW at 298 degrees per Ivo; around 0030 AW starts to read a long 
article from Radio World about Lee DeForest, radio pioneer. 0057 just 
a bit of e-mail before 0100 cut to Hal Turner. 


I was also listening to the first few minutes on 7490 webcast; it 
started out JBM but blasted on as I was about to try 5130 webcast. A&A 
acknowledges it’s May Day; and soon Angela is too hot in Florida and 
takes off her shirt in a coy radio strip-tease.

Back to talking about radio in general and how it will always be 
superior to the internet. Allan then reads an article from Radio World 
about Lee DeForest. Reading of emails at 0051 and closing prayer at 
0059 cut off at 0100. John, Mid-North Indiana’* (Glenn Hauser, OK,

the heavily publicized ‘Big Broadcast of 2020°. Yep, VP S4-S5 in 
daytime noise level, so useless. Instead I listen to the entire hour 
via webcast 2100-2200, and enjoy presentations of several different 
music shows; some of it even sounds $tereophonic. 7490 reception is 
just as bad toward the end recheck at 2157. Now if they can put it on 
after dark, everyone will have a better chance to hear it on SW.

Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xk US A. 15770, May 4 circa 1400, WRMI much stronger than usual and 
so is 15825 WWCR --- both getting sporadic E boost. Checking DXMAP 
later, there are lots of Es patches over eastern USA, at 1622 MUF 
hitting 91 MHz over western TN/KY, so FM DX is in prospect (Glenn 
Hauser, OK, WOR)

This is another anomaly example: 9395 & 9455 are supposed to be on 
exactly the same antenna azimuth 355 degrees, and 100 kW power, only 
60 kHz apart so propagation identical. Yet, 9455 is noticeably 
stronger. 


As for Turner, Dr Hansjoerg Biener comments on my previous log: 


““IT was there too, but earlier. You should have heard what Hal Turner 
had to say in defence of President Trump's disinfectant injection 
ideas or rather his insulting politicians and anyone else who was not 
really understanding what the President said.

times before; but het is not always there, sometimes on-frequency; or 
off the air?

xk US A. 1680, May 3 at 1247 UT, KRIO Monroe LA plugging offer of 100 
commercials for $500 on any of six stations, contact 318 AC phone 
number; back to C&W music. What a deal (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


*xx VATICAN [non]. 9610, May 1 at 1242, other-worldly song and 
religious Russian talk. This semihour only, it’s VR via USAGM, Tinang, 
PHILIPPINES, violating Separation of Church and State (In case you 
think I exaggerate, the USG should not be favoring any religion over 
another. If it’s OK to make a relay deal with the Catholix, any other 
ilk could expect/demand the same privilege! Why not Brother Scare via 
Greenville?!) (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

off+frequency to make a LAH - low audible het, with dominant from NE, 
presumably KRNT Des Moines; but this one loops roughly SE/NW: two most 
likely culprits are KCOX Jasper TX and WWWL New Orleans LA, both with 
5 kW day power.

UNIDENTIFIED. 6161.5-USB, May 1 at 2312, JBA 2-way in Spanish or maybe 
Portuguese INTRUDERS, noted while checking for 6160v WBCQ: not yet on 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 13435.8-USB, May 2 at 1415, JBA 2-way in Spanish vs an 
RHC spur and CODAR: great frequency choice! (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 
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
